1. (Currently Amended) An interconnected suspension for a vehicle having right 
and left control arms, the suspension comprising: 

a buff e r i nt e rconn e ct e d to th e right and l e ft control arms; and 
a mounting brack e t for th e buff e r, b e ing dispos e d at t i p e nd port i ons of th e r i ght and 
l oft contro l arms; 

a pair of knuckles, each knuckle comprising an upper portion and a lower portion: 
a plurality of control arms, each control arm comprising a pair of upper arms each 
pivotally connected to a respective one of the upper portions of the knuckles and a pair of 
lower arms each pivotallv connected to a respective one of the lower portions of the 
knuckles: 

a buffer directly connected to one end portion of each of the lower arms: and 
a mounting bracket for the buffer, being disposed at tip end portions of the upper 
and lower arms . 

2. (Original) The interconnected suspension according to claim 1, wherein the 
buffer is an elastic member. 

3. (Currently Amended) The interconnected suspension according to claim 4 2, 
wherein a plurality of locking holes \& are bored on the mounting bracket to enable be 
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ab l e to adjust the height adjustment of the elastic member. 

4. (Original) The interconnected suspension according to claim 1, wherein the 
buffer is a shock absorber. 

5. (Currently Amended) The interconnected suspension according to claim 4, 
wherein an upper bracket is formed on both onds each end of the shock absorber, and 
the upper bracket and the mounting bracket are connected to each other by m e ans of a 
link. 

6. (Currently Amended) The interconnected suspension according to claim 4, 
wherein a plurality of locking holes is are bored on the mounting bracket to enable be 
ablo to adjust tho height adjustment of the shock absorber. 

7. (Currently Amended) The interconnected suspension according to claim 5, 
wherein a plurality of locking holes \s are bored on the mounting bracket to enable bo ab l o 
to adjust th e height adjustment of the shock absorber. 
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
